tions, such as jails and hospitals 
for the insane, feeble-minded, etc., 
than would be required under pro- 
hibition or total abstinence.” 

After reading the annual report 
of United States Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue, in which illicit 
distilling during the last year was 
said to have increased slightly over 
the preceding year, Woolner said:

‘Changes in the state banking law, 
looking to the inclusion of the state 
banks in the Federal RefServe system 
and broadening the scope of these 
Anancial institutions in several par- 
ticulars, will go into effect’ on Au- 
gust 7th, following. the signing of 
the amended act by the Governor, 

These changes were. suggested by 
the State Superintendent of Banks, 
and have met the approval of the 
bankers’ legislative committee, 

Important among them is the au- 
thorization to commercial banks or- 
ganized under State law to accept 
bills of exchange. This use of ac- 
ceptances, which hag characterized 
European banking was made a proni- 
inent feature of the Federal Reserve 
Bank. It is now extended to the 
State banks, In thig particular Cal- 
{fornia follows in the steps of New 
York, where a similar law was re- 
cently enacted. It is explained that 
a bill of exchange becomes an ‘‘ac- 
ceptance”’ when the drawee writes 
across the fact the word “accepted,’’ 
with the data, and the date when it 
shall become payable, together with 
his signature. Under the new law 


Such acceptances will be handled by 


State banks ag well as by the Na- 
tional banks, co-operating with the 
Federal Reserve. 

Another change, which looks to- 
ward conformity to the Federal Re- 
serve ig incorporated in new pro- 
visions for reserves, making the re- 
quirements placed upon State banks 
equivalent to those exacted from 
member banks of the Federal Re- 
serve. 

It is expecteq that these changes | 
may be followed by steps toward in- 
cluding the State banks within the 


| Federal Reserve system, 


Another change in the law is 
aimed at preventing pyramiding the 
banks, or the organization of wild- 
cat banks.

Under the new section 67 of the 
act, savings banks are permitted for 
the first time in this State to han- 
dle cemmercial paper. This clause 

is-as foliows:;

‘seribe, discount or purchase com- 
mercial paper of the kind or ehar- 
acter made eligible under the Feder- 
‘al Reserve act and the then eurrent 
regulation of the Federal Reserve 
‘Board for rediscount or for pur- 
Chase in the -open market by a 
Federal Reserve bank.” 

Although several provisions of the 
new law look toward the inclusion 
of State banks in the Federal Re- 
Serve system, it'is expressly stipu- 
lated that banks so doing will re- 
main .under the same supervision 
and regulation of the State -banking 
officers and State laws, 

‘Nhe ability to hold money or se- 
eurities in escrow pending reinvest- 
ment is broadened so that abstract 
and title insurance companies in the 
state will be able to act as trustee 
under deeds of trust given to secure 
‘obligations’ for the repayment ‘of 
money, 

Trust companies ang state com- 
mercial and savings banks are affect. 
ed by these changes, which were 
presented to the Legislature in 
Senate bill 668.
